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School Report, 1928-29 


To the School Committee of Sidney: 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report of the 
schools for the year ending Feb. 20, 1929. 

Very satisfactory conditions have existed this year for 
carrying on the school program. There has been a mini- 
mum number of changes in the teaching staff, the enroll- 
ment has increased in all of the schools, the daily attendance 
has been exceptionally good, we have been fortunate to a 
large degree in escaping the epidemics of colds and conta- 
gious diseases which have been so prevalent in so many ot 
the towns and there has existed a fine spirit between the 
schools and homes. 

In bringing to your attention the needs of the schools for 
another year I wish to emphasize a longer school year. I 
have brought this matter to your attention in past reports 
but each year the need of an elementary school year of 
thirty-six weeks, grows more acute and I urge that steps 
be taken at the annual meeting to provide the means for this 
additional schooling. The majority of towns in the state, 
have adopted the standard year. The courses in the high 
schools and colleges are based on a thirty-six week year and 
it is not fair to handicap the boys and girls, the greater per 
cent of which are anxious to attend a secondary school, SO 
that they can meet the boys and girls ot gone towns a 
cities in fair competition. . |

crease especially a course in the secondary school, I realize 
too that any additional expense is a burden on the town but > 
the results and benefits derived by the children are worthy 
of such an expenditure. 

An act providing for a standard school year of thirty-six 
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weeks is to be introduced into our legislature at this session 
and I hope it may receive the support of the rural towns. 


HIGH SCHOOL TUITION 


The matter of tuition has increased over that of last year 
and I wish to discuss this briefly that you may know why 
this increase occurs. 

The pupils who live in a town which does not support a 
free high school may ‘attend any secondary school which is 
approved by the state. The law also designates the amount 
of tuition for which a town is liable and the amount which 
may be charged by the high school. 

During the past twenty years there has been several 
changes in the tuition rate. The town at first was obliged 
to pay a charge of $45 per pupil, with a reimbursement 
from the state of two-thirds this amount up to $500. The 
obligation of the town was again increased to $60 with a re- — 
embursement from the state of two-thirds the amount up to 
$600. Two years ago the law was changed and the basis 
for the tuition rate, was to be the cost of schooling, per 
pupil for the preceding year and the limit of obligation to 
the town was set at $100. 

_ In other words if during the year 1927-28 it were found 
that it cost $80 per pupil to run a high school, $80 would be 
the tuition charge that might be made by that school, dur- 
ing the year 1928-1929 and a like amount might’be collected 
from any town not supporting a free high school, for its 
pupils in attendance. If the expenses of the school increased 
Eta a of $100 per pupil might be charged. However a 
reimbursement of two-thirds this amount up to $700 is re- 
ceived from the state. 

et Many of our surrounding schools are charging $100 per 
pupil and as the cost of secondary education increases it is 
fair to assume that all schools in the near future will charge 
the maximum amount. 

. During the past year we have had approximately thirty 
pupils attending high school as follows: Ten at Waterville, 
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fifteen at Oakland, two at Belgrade, one at Auburn aud one 
at Kents Hill. 

It is safe to assume that in the future we shall have at 
least this number of pupils at the high school and that our 
tuition account will increase. Therefore in the past few 
years we have raised $1000 for this account, I would sug- 
gest that we increase this amount to $1200. 

It has been intimated that the town might well establish 
a high school of its own. While it is a commendable act 
for towns to maintain a high school, the cost of a building 
together with the teaching staff and equipment which would 
have to be furnished to meet the requirements of a standard 
school, would be greatly in excess of the maximum amount 
that would be paid for tuition. 


CONVEYANCE 


This report shows an increase in the amount paid for con- 
veyance over that of last year. While there is no definite 
limit set by law as to how far children may be expected to 
walk to and from school, the law does make it clear that 
children shall be conveyed when in the judgment of the 
school committee, such children live an unreasonable dis- 
tance from a school. In the majority of cases a distance of 
one mile and one half is considered a reasonable distance. 
But a mile and one quarter or even a mile may seem an un- 
reasonable distance, in the mind of the committee for the 
small children to walk. The whole problem is left to the 
judgment of the committee. 

In our town we maintain ten schools, but the school popu- 
lation is so widely scattered that it is necessary to establish 
many conveyance routes. Possibly the amount of convey- 
ance in the town is above the average of the rural towns of 
the state. 

Your committee has endeavored at all times to protect the 
welfare of the children and has furnished a safe and com- 
fortable conveyance for all who live a long distance from a 
school. z > 

It has cost for conveyance this year an average rate of 
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$68 per week for the thirty weeks. The several conveyances 
have been as follows: From Sewal Clark’s, River road to 7 
No.3. From South Town line, River road to No. 1. From 
Davenport district to No. 2. From Eight Rod road to No. 
2. From Eight Rod road to No. 4. From Quaker road to 
No. 9. From Belgrade road to No. 8. 

I have made note of this matter of conveyance in my re- 
port that the citizens might better understand that the con- 
veyance of our children is one of the big problems of the 
school program and that it is quite as necessary to provide 
the means of transportation as it is to furnish textbooks, 
repairs and a teaching staff. 


REPAIRS 

During the summer vacation a new foundation was laid 
under the Thayer Corner school at an approximate cost of 
$400. The work was done by Milton Thayer, and it was 
completed in a very satisfactory manner. 

$100 was expended for new school desks, and about $100 
was used to pay for material bought of C. A. Waite, and 
which was used in the construction of the toilets, last year, 
a bill of which was not rendered until this fall term. In ad- 
dition to these expenses the school buildings have received 

minor repairs such as cleaning, setting glass, etc. 

For next year I would suggest an appropriation to apply 
on the repairs of the Town Farm building and at the Clark 
school. Both of these buildings are in very poor shape, and 
a new central building would hardly cost more than the 
amount needed to place these buildings in first class condi- 
tion: However, in past years, the citizens of the town have 
favored the one room type of school so I would suggest that 
we carry out this plan and repair these buildings as soon as 
convenient. 

Many of our school desks are becoming unfit for use, and 
we should purchase at least one dozen desks each year and 
work toward the end of equipping our school buildings with 
the single, adjustable desks and chairs. A program of this 
kind carried out over a period of ten years would place mod- 
ern desks in practically all of the buildings.
